The Examiner indicates: 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of the above 
claims is the inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed as a whole, of 
the limitation of the apparatus for routing interconnections including conductive 
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discrete pads wherein each pad has an electrical connect portion and an isolated 
portion. This limitation is found in the above claims and is neither disclosed nor 
taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination. 

Applicants concur with the reasons as stated by the Examiner insofar as they comprise a 
summary and are exemplary and not limiting. However, the independent claims as allowed 
include other and different language than that specified by the Examiner, and the allowed 
dependent claims include other and further features and elements. Accordingly, the scope of the 
claims must be determined from the literal language of each as a whole, as well as equivalents 
thereof.
